City and Lexington will guarantee to 
raise enough money to make up the 
needed amount to build the first gap 
of the new rock cross-state highway,"

distribution of food products. 
Hut 
living costs are so affected by popu­ 
lar habits and whims 
that no eco­ 
nomic program can wholly meet the 
situation. 
A returned vacationer has given a 
little illustration of this 
as he saw’ 
it. Having taken a co tta g e af a sum­ 
mer resort, and 
as 
summer 
resort 
prices are commonly high, he thought 
his living costs would 
be more than 
at home. But they proved to be low­ 
er. Meats in particular did not seem 
to cost much more than half as much 
as at home. In his 
home 
town 
the 
meat and grocery business is carried 
on by a large number of small stores. 
They rarely advertise their goods and 
are content to run along 
in a small 
way, having to get 
good 
prices to 
pay expenses. At the summer resort 
tho grocery and meat business was 
mostly done by a large establishment. 
The summer 
people 
came 
to 
the 
store, paid cash and carried away all 
but very heavy goods*. There was no 
mountain of bad debts to charge up to 
paying customers. No wonder it could 
and did sell cheap. 
The American 
town concentrates 
its places of business in a congested 
district, where a 
heavy rental must 
be paid. It all comes out of the con­ 
sumer. lf people were willing to walk 
a little more, a store could locate a 
little out of the center and reduce its 
rental charge. 
As a matter of fact, 
this is done frequently by advertising 
freely to draw’ people 
to 
the store., 
hut some merchants do 
not 
realize 
how easily that can be accomplished. 
The cost of living congress therefore 
confronts not only 
awkward 
and 
primitive systems of distribution, but 
certain popular habits and indolences 
that are a big factor in this problem.

FIGHTING WORMS IN SHEEP; 


Internal Parasites, Next to Cogs, Are 
Greatest Detriment to Animals 
— Change Pastures Often. 


Next to dogs internal parasites are 
the greatest detriment to the farm 
sheep business. The trouble seems to 
be aggravated by pasturing sheep year 
after year on the same ground. The 
best cure is prevention and the prac­ 
tical way of prevention is changing 
pastures as frequently as possible. 
Scrawny, unthrifty lambs will usual­ 
ly be found suffering from intestinal 
worms, providing, of course, feed con­ 
ditions are such that they normally 
should be in good shape. Gasoline is 
the best treatment. 
Mix well one-quarter ounce gasoline 
in three ounces swreet milk and drench 
each lamb for three mornings in suc­ 
cession. 
Before the first treatment 
put them in a pen and give them no 
feed nor water for 18 hours. 
Repeat 
the treatment again in three weeks. 
Be careful not to let the lamb stran­ 
gle, and draw the mixture into the 
lungs.

Pass tho rope over the horse’s head 
just behind the ears; raise the upper 
lip and put the rope across the gums 
above the teeth, run the rope through 
the loop made by passing the rope 
over the horse’s head. The rope should 
bo tight from the halter ring, over the 
head, under the loop and through the 
loop. 
A few’ good pulls en this rope 
should make the horse stand quietly. 


PROVIDE SHELTER FOR PIGS 


Digestive Disorders Particularly Fatal 
Among Animals Kept on Alfalfa 
Without Protection. 


Several men have reported their 
pigs dying of digestive disorders. This 
ailm ent has peen particularly fatal 
among hogs that are kept on alfalfa 
pasture, with little or no shelter at 
hand. 
Pigs are particularly liable to diges­ 
tive disorders under such conditions, 
especially if cold rains occur. 
They 
should at all times be given a dry 
bed free from dust into which the 
sun can shine. 
If they get sick it is 
Well to consult a veterinarian.

By means of actual work in the big 
kitchen-laboratories of the home eco­ 
nomics department, in the sewing and 
millinery rooms, and by lectures given 
by experts in the various 
lines 
of 
household 
science, 
the girls in the 
short course are given thorough train­ 
ing in the practical work of house­ 
keeping. 
The student learn how to prepare 
food by learning the general princi­ 
ples underlying the cooking of typi­ 
cal dishes; how to plan and prepare 
meals for a family^including a study 
of the food needed for 
one 
person 
each day; how to can and preserve 
fruits and vegetables, 
thus 
cutting 
down the cost of living; how to draft 
patterns for, cut, make and finish sim­ 
ple garments; how to choose mate­ 
rials for, design 
and 
make 
simple 
dresses and hats, as well as mend and 
take care of clothing; how to take 
care of the sick in the home, including 
a study of the principles of preventing 
disease; and how 
to 
manage 
the 
household economically.

‘‘That farsightedness, nearsighted­ 
ness and astigmatism
